Thereafter, I discussed this matter with the Chairman of the Committee, 
Representative Wright Patman. I explained to him that we, of course, had no 
policy role in this matter and had prepared factual material at the request of 
the Department of State. I further indicated that all of the information that 
we have on this subject is available to DOD, Commerce, and State and that 
there is no substantially new or different information other than that contained 
in the Ashley Subcommittee report. Therefore, the Director did not believe 
that any useful purpose would be served by testifying since there was nothing 
additional to report. Mr. Patman stated that he also felt that there was no 
purpose in the Agency testifying but indicated some of the Republican members 
were pushing this. This will be taken up in executive session with the 
Committee tomorrow. Mr. Patman said he would do what he could for us. 

Subsequently, Mr. Macomber, State Department, contacted me to 
review the situation discussed in the above entry. He indicated that Mr. Reuss, 
the senior member of the Committee, had hoped the Agency would be in a 
position to state that no useful purpose would be served by testifying. I then 
explained to Mr. Macomber the thrust of my conversation with Mr. Patman. 

Mr. Macomber thought this was excellent and thanked me in effect for doing 
what he had wished us to do prior to his asking us.
